New Information in 911 Tragedy 
Bolsters Suspicion of Human Error

After each birth,， they were too exhausted 
to do anything but nod briefly to acknowl- 
edge the successful delivery and then to 
close their eyes. TI touched the soft cheek 
of the baby boy. 

As lthink of the demonstrators now， 
I think of touching the cheek of the 
infant. Perhaps his generation，like each 
one before him，will have certain wounds. 
Young people who are protesting all over 
China now express，in part, their demand 
fora public voice to push for\Vestern 
ideas and democracy， 

Not every generation has to abide by 
the other But it is important for each to 
understand the others needs, fred or 
tempered as they might be by painful 
Personal and national memories. 

A hope for China now in this period 
of youthftul unrest is that those over and 
those under 30 will remain true to that 
trust.

Massachusetts Marchers Protest 


Violence Against Local Cambodians 


REVERE，Mass.， - More than 
three hundred demonstrators 
marched Jan. 10 to protest 
continuing violence against 
Revere's Cambodian community. 

A Christmas Eve fire that 
left 22 Cambodian refugees 
homeless catalyzed the mnulti- 
raclal Tally，The Bosionr Gope 
reported.， Investligators Say the 
fire was dcliberately Set， 

In July 1985，another fire in 
Die Same nelighborhood 
destroyed the home of three 
dozen Cambodians， Though fire 
officials said the blaze was 
accidental，a Cambodian resi- 
dent Sald lit was arson. 

A Spokesman for the Cambo- 
dian， refugees， who number 
about 2;000 in Revere， Said 


they eehavecasalSon Sa 人 ered 
assaults，discrimination，vandal- 
ism and harassment Since the 
early 1980s，when they began 
moving here. 

The marchers 
pollice to investigate racially 
motivated crimes and train 
public offaicials to avoid raclst 
Stereotypes. TIhey also asked the 
local fire department to work 
on arSson prevention Imeasures 
and urged the housing author- 
ity to help people displaced by 
the fires.

Long Guang Huang 
Sues Boston Cop Who 


Severely Beat Him 


BOSTON - A local restaurant 
worker，hospitalized for five 
daySs after a vice :0fficer 
arrested and beat him，filed a 
civil Suit Jan， 14 against the 
officer and the City of Boston. 

On May 1，1985，Officer 
Erancls Keclly，Jr.，dressed in 
civilian clothes，grabbed Long 
Guang Huang，dragged him to 
an Unmarked pollice car and 
punched him at least _ twice in 
the face，according to Huang'S 
complaint. 

Kelly charged Huang,，who 
does not speak English， with 
assault and battery on 3a police 
offlicer and with solicitation for 
prostitution. Huang was later 
found innocent of the charges 
and 和 elly was suspended with- 
out pay for onc year (下 /W 
1/16/86). 

Huang's attorneys claim the 
city7 isasalsosliableafEor KeLIIVS 
misconduct because it failed to 


Supervise him properly and 
failed to investigate other 
civillian complaints against 


pollice officers. They also say 
Kelly violated Huang's ， civil 
rights because the _ attack was 
racially motivated. 

Huang has requested $1 mil- 
lion in compensatory damages， 
plus punlitive damages and law- 
YerS eeS，
